Ottawa, April 28th— After a fort- 
night’s Easter recess, the parliament 
of Canada is again back in harness. 
Before it lie the final stages of legis- 
lation already initiated, a large part 
of the estimates, the budget, whatev- 
er new bills the government intends 
to introduce this session, and in all 
probability the new trade pact with 
the United States, which is now 


There wil lalso be the announcement 
of means to be adopted by the govern: 
ment in the campaign against unem- 
ployment. 

Transportation questions will fill a 
good deal of thetime of the 
ment Not only wil Ithese important 
and baffling problems be dismussed 
in a special committee of the senate, 
and the Canadian National deficit be 
the subjectc of debate in the com- 
mons, but Mr Howe's transport bill 
will have still to run the gamut ol in- 
vestigation and criticism before it 
becomes law. Hitherto the railways 
only have been under a board of re- 
gulation, the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners. Under the new Dill this 
board, to be called the Board of 
Transport Commissioners, will con- 
trol rates on inland shipping (except 
bulk commodities such as grain and 
coal) and air traffic, as well as coast- 
al shipping via the Panama _ Canal. 
The bill isn’t an attack on the rail- 
way problem along the whole line. It 
is a prepared advance in certain seg- 
ments of the Ine. Highway traffic, 
being under the control of the prov- 
inces, except for the small interprov- 
incial traffic, is not included. The 
grim and forbidding fortress of the 
railway problem itself still remains 
in the path. The bill, however, re- 
presents a real advance and the gen- 
eral opinion appears to be that the 
transportation situation will be con- 
siderably improved if threatened op- 
position is overcome and it passes in- 
to law. 

The Visit of the British Air Mission 

Interest has been aroused by 
visit of a British air mission to Am- 
erica, It is hoped and believed that 
after making the rounds of aircraft 
manufacturing plants in the United 
States and carrying out negotiations 
for the delivery of afrcraft to Britain 
from that country thtey will make a 
similar exensive tour of Canadian 
factories. Many people feel that the 
delivery of aircraft from factories in 
Canada, relatively More immune 
from aerial attack on account of dis- 
tance than plants in the United King- 
dom, would no only stimulate our air- 
craft manufacturing Industry but 
would be a genuine contribution to de- 
fence. 

National Defence Estimates 

There is likely to be a lively discus- 
sion over the balance of the defence 
estimates when they are brought up 
in parliament but to view of the bit- 
ter truths in regard tot the world sit- 
uation which have been driven home 
to peace loving and peace supporting 
Canadians during the past few 
months, there will in all probability 
be little serious obstruction to the ap- 
propiations. As Mr Mackenzie, the 
Minister of National Defence, said in 
an explanatory speech at Vancouver 
last Wednesday, the bulk of the crit- 
icism now being directed against the 
estimates is that they are too small. 
As he pointed out the defence pro- 
gramme is directed to the defence of 
our trade routes, along which flow 
our wheat, timber, minerals and oth- 
er commodities which are part of the 
lifeblood of our industries; defence of 
our ports and of our neutrality ip 
case some nation on the Pacific 
sought to use territory as an advance 
post for attacking another nation 
“If we do not drive off those who 
seek to ues our bays and inlets for 
un-neutral purposes, as bases for at- 
tack on another friendly power, 
somebody eles will do it for us, and 
we shall lose the sovereignty of our 
territory. “For all their diplomatic 
reticence, these unwelcome truths 
will seem to many Canadians as un- 
answerable. The onus on the defence 
ministry seem gradually to be swerv- 
ing from proving defence 1s needed to 
proving that the measures being ad- 
opted are adequate for their objec:
